fus in principle. The pardon will take 
effect in a few days. Dreyfus has re- 
linquished his appeal for the reversal of 
the judgment of the court martial. 


The announcement that Dreyfu.-i would 


be pardoned is already discounted by 
predictions BH there was absolutely no ex- 
citement displayed along the boulevards 
when the newspapers came out this af- 
ternoon with the announcement, "in 
principle" is an idiom sometimes used in 
semi-official announcements of forthcom- 
ing actions. It seems to have but slight 
bearing on the matter except perhaps, 
that it implies a. fulfillment of the var- 
ious formalities before pardon.

brought up all the factories in its lino, 


• -would close part of them and throw out 
of employment the men at work in them. 
Jt also enabled the trust in the case of 
a local strike closing its factories send- 
ing the work to other of its factories 
•without loss nnd lot the strikers starve 
until they were ready to come to work 
at any price. 
They then can provoke 


a, strike somewhere else and freeze them 
out there, until finally the trust fixes the 


• wages as it pleases and the laboring men 
, then suffer. 


Next the trust would lesson cost of dis- 


tribution by reducing the .number and 
quality of salesmen lir not so mnny nor 
BO competent men are needed when there 
is not competition to meet. There is no 
use for tho commercial traveler, then in 
dealing with the consumer for the trust 
not only gives price, but the terms on 
•which the goods con bo disposed of. 


So the first thing expected of the trust 


is the cutting down of expenses, and sec- 
ond, the raising of prices.

The speaker said that we have not had 


a complete monopoly, because so far, 
•monopoiy has been lowering prices to rid 
itself of'competitors: but then when it 
rids itscli of competitors what is going 
to bo the result. He answered the ques- 
tion by'Bayine: "-^l.y.ou have to linow 


"falling prices, caused by the rising dol- 
lar, contributed to this and intensified 


lli.nl> tariff, he said, was another 


factor in the creation of monopoly. 


Free Mm Not a nciitfily. 


But he did not agree with the sugges- 


tion that trust.? could be destroyed by 
putting trust articles on the free list be- 
cause articles could bo produced here as 
cheaply as anywhere and foreign compe- 
tition could not kill them. The only way 
to destroy them was to ''lay the axe on 
the root of the tree and make the mon- 
opoly impossible by law." He declared 
the railroad rate discrimination was also 
a large factor in tho building up of mon- 
opolies, nud this should be prevented by 
law. 


Under our dual government he contin- 


ued, the suppression of trusts would de- 
pend on the federal nnd suite legislation, 
OF without this, corporations would turn 
from tho state to the protection of the 
government and vice versa. Tho state 
should not only have the power to license 
and rejiulate corporations within its lim- 
its but prevent outside corporations from 
coming in. 


Congress should have the power even 


to prohibition, of regulating the inter-

ask for an increase of the taxes in all 
parts of the state, as they did not believe 
Hint the manufacturing industries of tho 
state wore taxccl proportionately. Tho 
Ki'nosha contingent will, however, fight 
vigorously against any increase in tho 


taxes of the industries of this city un- 
less some proportionate increase is made 
for the Milwaukee industries. The ques- 
tion of the appointment, of the commis- 
sion from this city is the only question 
which is bothering the mayor and his as- 
sistants. Some of the members of tho 
industrial population seem to think that 
the whole affair should be turned over to 
the Business Men's association and they 
be permitted to take final action in re- 
gard to the appointment of this commis- 
sion.
